Election 
Spending 
Boost Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
E lection C om m ission is studying 
proposals to change campaign laws, 
including a suggestion that would 
allow presidential candidates to spend 
as much as $35 million in the 1980 
campaign. 
The FEC was meeting today to take 
up the proposals, included in a report 
prepared by the commission’s staff. 
The report does not make a firm 
recommendation on how high to raise 
the spending limit for presidential 
nominees, but says presidential fun­ 
ding “could be increased to $25 (m il­ 
lion), $30 (million) or $35 million.” 
Under new campaign financing laws 
administered by the FEC, Republican 
Gerald R. Ford and Democrat Jimmy 
Carter each got $21.7 million from the 
federal treasury for their 1976 general 
election 
cam paigns. 
They 
w ere 
allowed to spend no more. 
In its report, the commission staff 
said, “Tile experience of the 1976 
elections suggests that the Congress 
may wish to raise the presidential 
spending limitations.” 
The report also suggests that the $2 
million each major political pally 
receives to finance its convention 
might be increased, as well as the $10 
million spending limit on candidates 
seeking their party’s nomination. 
The contribution limits have been 
criticized as 
restrictions on 
First 
Amendment rights of free expression. 
The limits prohibit any individual from 
donating more than $1,000 to a single 
candidate. Committees are limited to 
gifts of $5,000 to any candidate. 
In its recommendations, the FEC 
staff also suggested the commission 
“drastically reduce the number of 
reports required to be filed, while 
actually 
facilitatin g 
public 
disclosure.” 
The commission also is considering 
measures to tighten up loopholes in the 
election laws, including a requirement 
that would 
bring 
persons seeking 
election as delegates to a party con­ 
vention under the law’s contribution 
and spending limits.

Pomp And Ceremony 
Slashed By Carter 


WASHINGTON

When 
foreign dignitaries visit the White 
House they’ll hear fewer trumpets and 
view 
sm aller 
m ilitary 
displays. 
President Carter has ordered a cut­ 
back in “pomp and ceremony.” 
Presidential aides say the cutback is 
part of a Carter plan to remove the 
image of an imperial presidency. 
"I don’t want to waste my time or 
theirs. I want to use my time and theirs 
to maximum advantage,” Carter said 
Monday in explaining why he wants to 
scale down the ceremonies for foreign 
visitors. 
White 
House 
spokesm an 
Rex 
Granum said Carter 
wants fewer 
trumpets sounding and “the enormous 
military display drastically reduced.” 
What Carter is taking aim at is the 
half-hour welcoming ceremonies on 
the south lawn of the White House. 
Those ceremonies have grown in 
recent years to redder pet pageants 
that include an exchange of speeches 
by the president and the toreign lead­ 
er, a review of troops and the fanfare 
of trumpets sounding from a White 
House balcony. 
There have been no decisions yet on 
what changes will be made in such 
ceremonies. But Granum said “there 
will riot be the same number of people 
greeting or the same number of 


trumpets sounding." 
In advance of his first foreign 
visitors — Mexican President Jose 
l>opez Ortillo on Feb. 14 and Canadian 
President Pierre Elliot Trudeau on 
Feb. 21 — Carter has asked his White 
House staff to give him a rundown on 
cerem onies 
his 
presidential 
predecessors produced. 


According to White House historians 
it was President John F. Kennedy who 
.started the welcoming ceremonies on 
the South l,awn. But in recent years 
such ceremonies have involved as 
many as 378 members of the armed 
forces, including 
14 Army herald- 
trumpeters, a red-coated marching 
Marine band and sometimes a fife and 
drum corps in colonial uniform. 


Things were more simple back when 
Presidents Truman and Eisenhower 
used to journey to nearby National 
Airport or to Andrews Air Force Base 
to welcome arriving heads of state. A 
military guard of about 60 turned out 
for the airport ceremonial reviews. 
Protocol is pretty much a two-way 
street and it is highly likely that any 
Carter cerem onial cutbacks m ay 
result in reciprocal treatment 
with 
fewer trumpets blaring their greetings 
to Carter when he arrives on foreign 
shores. 
Mail-Order Religion 
Now Big Business 


WASHINGTON f AP) 
Ever have a 
yen to preach the gospel? You can 
become a minister for $3 or an arch­ 
bishop for $8 by applying to a mail­ 
order ordination company. 
Postal officials say they can’t stop 
the sale of unearned religious titles 
because of constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of religion. 
Federal law prohibits using the mail 
for a misrepresentation scheme and 
the Postal Service regularly uses this 
law to shut down "diploma m ill” 
operations that sell college degrees 
through the mail. 
“ But there is very little we can do 
about mail-order ordination. If these 
outfits didn’t have religious trappings 
we would move against them im- 
m ediately,” Postal Service attorney 
Thomas Ziebarth said. 
In the absence of government action, 
mail-order religion is becoming an 
increasingly large business, with an 
estimated IOO operators now selling 
ordination papers or religious degrees. 
These operators usually work out of 
their homes. They usually ask no 
questions 
about 
an 
ap p lican t’s 
religious beliefs before declaring him 
a 
minister, 
authorized to preach, 
marry couples and often ordain more 
ministers. All the operators ask for is 
an “offering.” 
Besides whatever spiritual blessings 
ordination may bring, some mail­ 


order ministers use their status tor tax 
breaks. 
In a recent tax protest in Har- 
denbergh, N.Y., where much land is 
owned by church or other non-profit 
groups, some 118 of the town’s 236 resi­ 
dents enrolled as ministers in the 
Universal 
Life 
Church. 
The 
local 
assessor took them off the tax rolls. 
The Universal Life (Jiurch was one 
of the 
first 
mail-order 
churches, 
founded in 1959 by Kirby J. Hensley in 
his Modesto, (“alif., home. 
Ziebarth said the church will send 
you a card identifying you as an or­ 
dained m inister for the asking. 
Afterwards, you can obtain various 
degrees, including an honorary Doctor 
of Divinity "for a minimum offering of 
$2 0 .” 
The church’s literature says, “The 
U niversal 
Life 
Church 
has 
no 
traditional 
doctrine. 
We 
as 
an 
organization only believe in that which 
is right. 
Each individual has the 
privilege 
and 
responsibility 
to 
determine what is right.” 
The 
Mother 
Earth 
Church 
of 
Sacramento, Calif., will 
send you 
ordination papers for a “requested 
offering” of $3 
plus postage 
and 
handling. For $8, you can become an 
honorary archbishop or any title you 
choose. 
Ziebarth says court decisions have 
upheld mail-order churches.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
C arter 
probably 
will 
propose 
relatively modest changes in the fiscal 
1978 budget he inherited from former 
President Gerald R. Ford, budget 
analysts say. 
One congressional analyst said 
Monday he expects Carter may ask 
Congress to approve $15 billion in 
additional spending to the $440 billion 
Ford proposed just before leaving 
office. 
About half of that potential increase, 
$7.6 billion, would be for the jobs and 
public works programs Carter already 
has proposed for fiscal 1978 as part of 
his tw o-year $31-billion plan to 
stimulate the economy. 
With 
the additional 
$15 
billion, 
outlays for the year would be about 
$455 billion, if Congress gives its ap­ 
proval, The budget deficit could be 
about $57 billion, up from the $47 billion 
Ford proposed. 
A spokesman fdRC arter’s Office of 
Management and Budget said the 
President 
still 
hasn't 
made 
final 
decisions on the budget changes he will 
propose. Congress also could easily 
add to what Carter does recommend. 
Tile spokesman said Carter probably 
will not be ready to send his budget 
proposals to Congress until Feb. 21. 
That is the date the congressional Joint 
Economic Committee has set for its 
first hearing on the 1978 budget. 
“ If they can beat that date, they 


will,” he said. But he said the amount 
of work involved in amending Ford’s 
budget already has pushed the new ad­ 
ministration well past its original 
target date of Feb. 15. 


Fiscal 1978 begins Oct. I. 
C arter’s proposals will be contained 
in a budget document of about IOO 
pages that will be accompanied by a 
presidential statem ent explaining the 
changes, the spokesman said. 
Budget Director Bert I^mce has said 
(’arter will not try to rewrite the entire 
Ford budget, but will concentrate on 
areas that he feels are of m ajor im­ 
portance, such as defense and human 
aid 
p rogram s operated 
by 
the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
Carter already has announced that 
his tw o-year econom ic stim ulus 
program would cut taxes by $8.2 billion 
in fiscal 1978 and increase outlays for 
jobs and public works programs by 
$7.6 billion. 


In addition, analysts say it is certain

programs, including $2 billion from 
Medicare, $1.2 billion from child nu­ 
trition programs, 
including school 
lunches, and $800 million from food 
stamps.

The panel urged the government to 
encourage the elderly and chronically 
ill to get shots, and to make them 
available without recommendation to 
anyone else who wants them. 
The panel also advised lifting a 
moratorium on the vaccine for Hong 
Kong-B flu, a less severe strain that 
primarily infects children and young 
adults. If the moratorium were lifted, 
this vaccine would be available from 
private doctors, as before. 
Tile nut ion has 27 million doses of A- 
Vietoria vaccine on hand mixed with 
swine flu vaccine. 
The government suspended all flu 
inoculation program s on Dec. 16 after 
the swine flu vaccine was linked to an 
increased threat of Guillain-Barre 
syndrome, a 
rare 
but sometimes 
deadly paralysis. 
But the advisory panel decided that 
the potential risk of Guillain-Barre 
was less than the danger from an 
outbreak 
of 
A-Victoria. 
which 
authorities say could claim 12,600 lives 
if it spread to only 5 per cent of the 
population. A-Victoria was blamed for 
11,000 deaths in an outbreak in this 
country last year. 
A-Victoria was blam ed for 57 
illnesses and four “flu-related" deaths 
among the Florida nursing home’s 176 
patients in the past two weeks. Fifteen 
staff m em bers also fell ill. 
Tile panel made no recommendation 
on whether to lift the moratorium on 
inoculations with the pure strains of 
swine flu vaccine.

Bloc government about human rights. 
Ginzburg’s Soviet supporters made 
their plea in a statement addressed to 
the 35 governments that signed the 
1975 Helsinki Accords. It said he was 
released from a hospital shortly before 
his arrest Thursday although “ still 
suffering from pneumonia with a 
tubercular infection ... and should be 
treated at a tuberculosis dispensary.” 


Jail is “certain death for a man in 
his condition,” Valentin Turchin, head 
of the Soviet branch of Amnesty Inter­ 
national, told Western correspondents. 


Ginzburg is reported being held in 
prison in Kaluga, about IOO miles 
southwest of Moscow. The charges 
against him have not been announced, 
but an official publication accused him 
last week of illegal currency dealings.

A uto Profits 
Up Sharply

DETROIT (AP) — General Motors 
Corp., in a dram atic turnaround from 
; a two-year slump, turned in its best 
financial performance in history last 
year with net profits of $2.9 billion on 
sales of $47.2 billion. 
Earnings reported Monday by the 
world’s largest auto m aker exceeded 
by $700 million the firm ’s combined 
profits for 1974-75, when the nation’s 
car industry was mired in a severe 
recession. Sales topped the old record 
of $35.8 billion set in 1973 by 32 per cent. 
GM’s 1976 profits, equal to $10.08 per 
share, were more than double the $1.25 
billion, or $4.32 a share, earned in 1975, 
and surpassed by a wide m ark the 
previous earnings record of $2.4 billion 
set in 1973. 
Dollar sales in 1975 were $35.7 
billion. 
GM 
also 
posted 
record 
fourth- 
quarter profits of $797 million, or $2.77 
a share, up 29 per cent from $618 
million, or $2.14 a share, in 1975. The 
old quarterly record of $667 million 
was set in 1972. 
Sales rn the final quarter were $13.1 
billion, a record for any quarter and up 
from $10.5 billion in the same 1975 
period. 
Following a banner year for the 
industry in 1973, sales and profits 
plummeted bi 1974 because of the 
energy crisis and remained anemic bi 
1975 due to the economic recession. 
GM profits bi 1974 fell to $950 million, 
its poorest showing for a non-stnke 
year since 1961. 
Ford Motor Co. and Chrysler Corp. 
also are expected to post record profits 
when they release their year-end 
results later this month. 
Financial analysts predict Ford will 
hit the $1 billion m ark — three tim es its

Surgeon Turns Writer 


tty PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK — Patients tend to view 
surgeons as craftsmen, often as cold as 
the scalpels they wield - an oafish, 
bombastic lot, giving orders to a team 
of serfs as they go about the business of 
cutting open the body. 
“ But this is not what I, or my 
colleagues are,” says Richard Seizer, 
a surgeon of literate lyrical per­ 
suasion. 
“ We are wounded as deeply as our 
patients when we operate. Yet the 
surgeon’s own flesh must not bleed, 
else he is not functional. There is fear 
and anxiety in us which must be 
concealed in a shell, and it is the shell 
that the patient often sees, rather than 
the compassion and sensitivity caged 
inside.” 
Richard Seizer is a surgeon first, and 
a “ writer-come-lately.” But what a 
writer! His essays on the “ Rituals of 
Surgery” won the National Magazine 
Award for 1975. 
And his newest 
collection of lyrical-surgical insights, 
titled “ Mortal l-essons - Notes on the 
Art of Surgery” is the talk of the 
publishing (andmedical) world. 
His writing can hardly be described; 
it is better quoted; better still, read. 
“ Flesh,” to Seizer, is “ The spirit 
thickened.” 
The brain is “ mystery and memory 
and electricity . .. a gray cloud, 
substantial only in the bony box of the 
skull and otherwise melting into a blob 
of ghost-colored paste that can be 
wiped up with a sponge.” The heart is 
“ purest theatre, throbbing in its cage 
palpably as any nightingale,” and the 
liver? Ah: “ What is the size of a 
pumpernickel, has the shape of 
Diana’s helmet, and crouches like a 
thundercloud above its belly-mates, 
turgid with nourishment? What has the 
industry of an insect, the regenerative 
powers of a starfish, yet is turned to a 
mass of fatty globules by a double 
martini . .. It is the liver, doted upon 
by the French, assaulted by the Irish, 
disdained by the Americans, and 
chopped up with egg, onion and 
chicken fat by the Jews." 
'Hie man who writes so fascinatingly 
of his surgical sagas (“ you are a 
traveler in a dangerous country, ad­ 
vancing into the moist and jungly cleft 
your hands had made” ) is quiet, 
bespectacled and dedicated. He speaks 
as he writes. 
“ I have been a surgeon for twenty- 
four years,” he says when asked why 
he suddenly took up writing a few 
years ago. “ After all those years of 
laying open the bodies of human 
beings, I decided to find some deeper 
meaning to what I do - what all 
surgeons do. 
“ It was a sudden blurt of the heart. 
Hie immediate precipitating factors 
were a disquietude and restlessness, 
an almost metaphysical sensation that 
my life was going to change. I am 
grateful that the psychic impulse to 
write was delivered to me in middle 
age. I think creative energy comes to 
people at different ages in their life 
spans, although some - like Auden and 
Verdi - were creative in youth and then 


bloomed anew in old age, like century 
plants. Since I only have time to bloom 
once, I am glad it was after all those 
years as a surgeon. I think, since 
doctors are not afflicted with shrinking 
egos, that I was bom first to be a 
surgeon, and then to write about it.” 
First, between his careers as 
surgeon and professor at the Yale 
School of Medicine, Seizer began 
writing horror stories at night. Several 
were published in Ellery Queen 
Mystery Magazine, “ which pleased 
me enormously, but when a book 
reviewer called me a grotesque,’ I 
decided to kick the horror habit and 
write more seriously. 
“ In preparation, I rewed up my 
disciplinary engine. I knew several 
languages well - Latin, French, 
Hebrew - and I spent months re­ 
translating Ovid, Virgil and Horace, 
and reading aged manuscripts. In 
doing this, I developed my ‘style’ of 
writing. I’m criticized by some for my 
baroque language, but it is what I do, 
and I am content with it.” 
Now he thinks about writing day and 


night, except during surgery, “ when I 
arn completely engrossed I find both 
the pen and the scalpel are in­ 
struments of illumination. Words can 
Ire sutured into sentences.”

They don’t 
know what agony is, until they’ve been 
beside a patient in an operating room. 
This is harsh. This is the agony, misery 
and risk of life that is never so im­ 
mediate in art.”

NEW YORK (A F) — In this second 
week of February, in the third week of 
the Carter presidency, in this the year 
of the big freeze, the nation’s best 
economic minds are hassling about 
these considerations — will President 
(.’arter and Chairman Arthur Burns 
manage to work out their differences 
or will Carter’s fiscal push be negated 
by Bums’ monetary drag? 
Early this week those questions 
couldn’t be answered, but for those 
who continually contemplate the 
impossible, that’s no reason not to 
wonder. The questions arise because of 
the mysterious stance taken by Burns 
last week. 
Testifying before Congress, the 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, which seeks to control money 
supply, both praised and damned the 
Carter package, and nobody quite 
knows now if in practice he will sup­ 
port or oppose it. 
As head of the Fed. Bums has 
enormous power. The chairman and 
his board can make their decisions 
largely in private. They do not have to 
comply with the President’s wishes. 
They can choose their own course no 
matter what Carter does. 
While seeking to understand the 
intricate and confusing position that 
Bums may or may not have taken — 
his most clearly expressed opinion was 
that spring will surely come — some 
concerned spectators believe they can 
see the handriting on the wall, or more 
precisely, the headline in the news­ 
paper: “ Bums cool, Carter bums." 
Equally mystifying is what the 
unemployment figures for January 
mean.

The most likely explanation is that 
job-seekers gave up seeking and 
remained in out of the cold. If that is 
so, it points up some remarkable 
aspects of the employment figures: 
1. How easy it is to generate out of 
adversity, with statistics, what might 
at first glance appear to be the most 
remarkably good economic news 
we’ve had in some time. 
2. How meaningless that January 
figure is, a statistical effort that might 
have meaning to statisticians but 
which is essentially

anyone else. 
What is the total impact of the cold 
weather? 
Economists are now seriously 
wondering if they should attempt to 
enter into their calculations the 
possibility that the frigid air will 
persist, not just for one season but for 
several. 
'The issue is even broader. Weather 
patterns appear to be changing, and 
this year’s incursion of Arctic air is 
believed to be part of the same pattern 
that is bringing sharp changes in 
precipitation elsewhere. 
There could also be a connection 
between summer droughts and this 
winter’s cold, and perhaps connections 
with other natural phenomena as well. 
East Ohio 
Eases Curbs 


C IJlVEIAND (A P)-East Ohio Gas 
Co. said today it is lifting maintenance 
level restrictions on natural gas for in­ 
dustrial customers but is replacing 
them with deep curtailments for some 
firms effective Wednesday. 
East Ohio said about 320 of the 1,100 
industrial firms it serves in nor­ 
theastern Ohio will have their gas cut 
off completely, but the others will have 
only a IO per curtailment. 
East Ohio President Dudley Taw- 
said the maintenance level cur­ 
tailment that has been in effect since 
Jan. 17 was being lifted “ on the basis of 
a prediction that we will not have 
extreme cold during the balance of 
February. 
“ The new curtailments are severe," 
he said, “ but we hope that they will put 
some people back to work. How much 
more gas we can make available to 
industry to put more people back to 
work depends almost entirely on the 
weather and conservation efforts of 
our residential and commercial cus­ 
tomers." 
An East Ohio spokesman said the IOO 
per cent cutoff will hit industries 
where other fuels can be substituted, 
such as those with large steam boilers. 
The IO per cent cutbacks are being 
ordered where no substitution can be 
made for natural gas.

My husband has cataracts in both 
eyes. He is so afraid of surgery that he 
has made me and our children seeing- 
eye dogs. His stubbornness is ruining 
our lives. 
Mrs. S. L. L., Mass. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
I am certain that your husband’s 
doctor and his eye surgeon have tried 
to assure hun that the operation for the 
removal of cataracts is safe, rapid and 
painless. 
I must wonder why someone would 
elect to live in a world of near­ 
blindness. It is difficult for me to ac­ 
cept that fear of surgery alone is the 
only problem that makes him resistant 
to medical advice. 
To choose to be blind and han­ 
dicapped is the response of a severely 
oppressed and psychologically han­ 
dicapped personality. Perhaps you are 
doing your husband an injustice by 
falling into the trap of being his 
“ seeing eye.” Your own kindness may 
be partially responsible for his con­ 
tinued denial of the need for surgery. 
Once your husband finds that total 
dependence on you and your children 
is not possible he will be more likely to 
accept the idea of surgery. 
It may be necessary for you to enlist 


the help of a psychologist or a 
psychiatrist to give all of you a better 
understanding of the best way of 
solving this problem which is sadly 
affecting all of you. 


Are there any new drugs to reduce 
morning sickness of early pregnancy?

Dear Mrs. A.: 
The general attitude today is that all 
drugs of all kinds should be avoided 
during pregnancy. Tobacco, too, is a 
drug. 


Drugs, no matter how simple, should 
lie taken only with the permission of 
the doctor. Far too many over-the- 
counter drugs are available, many of 
them touting the idea that morning 
sickness can be eradicated.

National Weather Service warned 
today that a sudden break in the severe 
winter weather in the next month or 
two could trigger flooding in the 
eastern portion of the nation. 
Robert M. White, administrator of 
the weather service, said that the 
danger is the result of the heavy 
freezing of rivers and lakes and thick 
snow cover in some areas. 
A sudden thaw would trigger large 
runoffs of water, while the ice in the 
rivers could congest into dams backing 
up the water. 
The Weather Service identified as 
areas with the highest flood potential 
the basin that drains into I^ake Erie 
and Lake Ontario; the area served by- 
tributaries of the Ohio River in 
western New York, western Penn­ 
sylvania and West Virginia, and 
communities on the mainstream of the 
Ohio south to Cincinnati. 
Identified as areas with a moderate 
potential of flood danger were central 
and eastern Pennsylvania and New 
York, all of New Jersey, western 
Maryland and the Ohio River drainage 
areas of Indiana and Illinois. 
“ It is too early to predict if flooding 
will occur, but common sense dictates 
that the public be kept aware of the 
problem on a continuing basis,” White 
said in a statement. 
“ Of course, a more gradual thaw 
would minimize the problem," he 
added.

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The Effective Use Of 
Accidentally Frozen Food 


By BEVERLY BECHTEL 
County Extension Agent 
Home Economics 
Due to the severe cold weather, 
many homemakers have found their 
stored foods accidentally frozen. Ohio 
State University foods specialist Bob 
Joseph just released the following 
guidelines for using these foods: 
Frozen foods, correctly prepared, 
are great, but when food freezes by 
accident or as a result of too cold 
temperatures in storage areas, there 
can be problems 
Some of the foods which may cause 
problems are home canned foods and 
foods stored in glass jars. If adequate 
head space has not been left in the jar, 
as the food freezes it expands and can 
cause the seal to break or the glass 
container to crack or break. If the 
vacuum is broken but the container 
is still 
intact, 
the 
food can 
be 
refrigerated and used immediately 
upon thawing. If the glass cracks or 
breaks, it is best to dispose of the food 
as it is nearly impossible to assure that 
glass particles are not contained in the 
food. 
Should commercially canned foods 
freeze and even bulge, they are still 
considered safe to use provided one is 
certain that bulged can is a result of 
freezing expansion and not of actual 
food spoilage. If in doubt, it is always 
wise to throw the food out! (Com­ 
mercially canned foods in which the 
can is leaking should definitely be 
thrown out.

Foods which have been frozen and 
thawed may taste and look different 
than the same foods which have not 
been frozen. The texture and quality of 
the food will not be as good, especially 
with fleshy fruits. The nutritive value 
will remain about the same unless 
freezing and thawing has occurred 
.several times. Fleshy foods like fruits 
and tomatoes should be combined with 
other ingredients and cooked or baked, 
for example, a fruit sauce, jam, or 
cobbler. 
Special care should be used in 
thawing food unexpectedly frozen. It is 
recommended that they be thawed 
slowly. Rapid thawing may damage 
the containers. 
Thawing food in the refrigerator is 
the preferred method of thawing; 
however, if the seal is not broken food 
can be thawed at room temperature or 
if time is of essence, products could be 
thawed under running cold water. 
Never use hot water. 
It is best to use the thawed food as 
soon as possible. Should you have a 
quantity of goods frozen, you might 
consider keeping them frozen 
by 
placing them in a freezer until ready to 
use. 
Products such as pickles, fruits and 
tomatoes will be soft and should be 
served with ice crystals still present in 
the food. Be aware that the food will be 
a totally different product but still safe 
and nutritious to eat. You just might 
discover or develop a taste for one of 
these new foods! 
Have the potatoes you’ve prepared 
lately had a different flavor? If the 
temperature where they are stored has 
dropped below 40 degrees F. it is likely 
that the starch contained in them has 
begun to change to sugar. To reverse 
this process, move the potatoes to a 
warmer place for a week or more 
before using again. The original flavor 
should return. If your potatoes have 
actually frozen, you may end up 
throwing them out. They are not 
harmful to eat but the quality is so 
poor, the texture soft and mushy, that 
few people will even eat them. 
Should you 
have more specific 
questions about problems arising as a 
result 
of the extended cold, 
the 
Cooperative Extension Service can 
provide additional information. Call 
474-7534.

classrooms by a shortage of gas to heat 
buildings are becoming radio and 
television performers as they try to 
continue the education process. 
With more than 100,000 students out 
of classes in the greater Columbus 
area, 32 teachers in the city school sys­ 
tem went on television Monday to give 
four hours of instruction over WBNS- 
TV.

Teachers will alternate to present 
different subjects in future broadcasts.

City school Supt. John E31is said

schoolhouses.

Pizza Parlor where the teacher said 
she feared the aroma might over­ 
whelm students. Another class met in 
a billiard parlor while a third took over 
the corporate board room of a local 
business.

He said Ohioans have been tapping 
the gas for many years, but the market 
has been too low to justify large-scale 
exploration and production costs. 
Forrest said Columbia Gas quit 
drilling in the shale deposits about nine 
years ago on a regular basis, but in­ 
house .studies on the shale-locked gas 
resumed three years ago. 
“ We’re getting very close,” he said, 
to the point where the market could 
support a production program. 
Ile said shale under eastern Ohio and 
throughout 
Appalachia 
has 
‘‘tremendous potential

Several thousand of birds in other 
counties ate poison bait and died. 
But killing a few thousand when 
there’s an estimated 30 million 
roosting and cackling in the state 
doesn’t put much of a dent in the bird 
population. 
Coburn Gayle, head of the state’s 
Division of Pest and Noxious Weed 
Control, says the only answer may Im1 
birth control. 
The birds leave in early spring, so 
officials are planning now for net year.

Gas Purchase

Columbia Gas Transmission Corp. has 
been authorized to purchase natural 
gas from Pacific Lighting Service Co., 
according to Richard L. Dunham, 
administrator of the Emergency 
Natural Gas Att of 1977 
The Emergency Natural Gas Act of 
1977 was enacted to ease fuel shortages 
created by extremely severe winter 
weather being experienced in the east­ 
ern half of the nation. 
Columbia may buy as much as 60 
million cubic feet of natural gas per 
day from Pacific Lighting until Aug. I, 
1977. Dunham said an equivalent vol­ 
ume of gas will be repaid to Pacific 
Lighting during the summer. 
Columbia Gas Transmission Cor­ 
poration supplies natural gas to ap­ 
proximately 80 firms in eight states, 
including West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Maryland. New Jersey, Virginia, New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio.

delivered to Columbia via a tran­ 
sportation network involving six gas 
transmission and pipeline companies 
in addition to Pacific and Columbia 
Transportation charges totaling about

The birth control pellets the state 
wants to spread in feed lots next 
year have been approved only for use 
on pigeons. 
Gayle said it works on those ancient

Protection Agency must say it’s okay 
to use the pellets on blackbirds. Gayle 
is trying to obtain approval. 
The pellets, which look like chicken 
feed, contain hormones similar to 
those in human birthcontrol pills 
When birds eat the pellets, the females 
become sterile for about six months, 
long enough to cause a reduction in the 
bird population. 
The state will use the pellets this 
year on pigeons, which Gayle said are 
posing a threat to a number of bridges 
in Kentucky. Their droppings tend to 
corrode bridges and that forces the

state to paint the structures more 
often. 
'Die migrating blackbirds, which 
help fanners in the north during 
summer months by devouring insects 
that feed on crops, are blamed 
for 
large agricultural losses in Kentucky. 
“ lf we could achieve sixmonth 
sterility over a period of time, we could 
reduce very humanely the numbers of 
blackbirds returning to Kentucky,” 
Gayle said. 
Not everyone agrees. 
“ Frankly, I don't see anything in the 
near future where this is going to be 
much of a help,” said Dr. Burt Monroe 
Jr., head of the biology department of 
the University of louisville and a bird 
expert, 
“ It 
would 
reduce 
the 
population of anything that ate it. But 
these birds are prolific. There is a 
potential you could control them that 
way, but you’d have to do it every 
year ” 
Monroe said he’s against using the 
chemical detergent and he doesn’t like 
the idea of the birth control pellets, 
either. It needs more study, he said.

“therapeutically equivalent generic 
drug" at the pharmacy, assuming it is 
available, rather than the higher 
priced product prescribed by his or her 
doctor. 
“The proposed legislation is per­ 
missive, and in no way interferes with

“If the doctor 
insists on prescribing higher priced 
drugs, he may do so."

When the bill 
passes, however, the manufacturers 
disclosure provision will allow health 
care professionals and the State Board 
of Pharmacy to find (them) and put 
them out of business.”

Freeman, failed to pass in the last 
session, and he expects some doctors 
and drug manufacturers to again fight 
the measure.

President, you lost both nines and, 
counting the press on the back nine, 
you owe exactly four bucks — fork it 
over.”

Fresh from partnering Arnold 
Palm er in the Crosby Pro-Am a couple 
of weeks ago, the former President 
will tee it up again in the Bob Hope 
Desert Classic in Palm Springs, Calif., 
starting Wednesday, 
“ Mr. Ford will play four of the five 
rounds,” Hope said during a weekend 
visit to New York. “ He will have a 
variety of partners — Sammy Davis 
Jr., Dave Stockton, Billy Casper, I,ee 
Eld er, Jack ie Gleason and Flip 


Wilson.” 
Millions of TV viewers saw the ex- 
President chip in from off the green for 
a net eagle at the Crosby.
